Notwithstanding the extraordinary activity 
that lias been going on in tho War and Navy 
Departments during the last few days, says 
the Nashville Union and American, we con- 
tinually hear givings out from “Administra- 
tion circles” that 51 r.

Let not 
Mr. Lincoln deceive himself by supposing 
that ho can create the impression that he 
is acting on the defensive when lie is at- 
tacked for attempting to reinforce Sumter J 
or Pickens. By all the laws of nations such 
acts on his part will be regarded as a declara- 
tion of war by tho Confederate States, and 
as such it will be treated by them. This Mr. i 
Lincoln and every member of his Cabinet , 
well knows. They well know that their acts I 
are provocations of, and will lead to war.

CONTITCTION OF THE CONFEDERATE STATES, ART 5. 

The ratification of tho conventions of five States 
shall ho sufficient for the establishment if this 
Constitution between the States so ratifyirg the 
same. 

AMENDMENT OF CONSTITUTION. 

CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. AU1. 7. 

Tiie Congress, whenever two- thirds of both Bouses 
Shull deem it neoessary. shall propose amendments to 
this Constitution, or, on the application of the Leg- 
islatures of two-thirds of the several States, shall 
call a convention for proposing amendments, which, 
in either caie, shall be valid lo all intents and pttr- 

C oses, as a part of this Constitution, when ratified . 

> tiie Legislatures of three-fourths of tho icvernl 
States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as 
this one or the other mode of ratification may bo 
proposed by the Congress : Provided, that no amend- 
ment which may be made prior to tiie year 18ut shall j 
in any. manner affect tiie first anil fourth clauses in 
tiie ninth section of the first article ; and that no 
State without its consent shall be deprived of its 
equal suffrage in the Senate. 

CONSTITUTION OF THE CONFEDERATE STATES, ART. 5. 1 

Upon the demand of any three States, legally as- 1 
sembled in their several conventions, the Congress 
shall summon a convention of all the States to take 
into consideration such amendments to the t onsii- 
tution as the said Slates shall concur in sugeesting 
at the time when tho said demand is made; and j 
should any of tho proposed amendments to t ho Con- 
stitution be agreed on by the said convention, voting 
by States, and .the same ratified by the Legidatures 
of two-thirds of the several States, or by conven-

Boston, April 11.

The Legislature refused to pass a hill for 
the abolition of capital punishment and fur- 
ther to protect the freedom of speech. 

No action was taken on the resolves of the 
various States having reference to tiie politi- 
cal condition of the country, copies of which 
were transmitted to the Legislature by tile 
Governor. 

Virginia Convention. 

Richmond, April 9. 

During the recess of the Convention, pri- 
vate advices were received that a steamer had 
been seen off the mouth of Charleston harbor, 
and that Sumter would he reinforced at all 
hazards, which produced the greatest sensa- 
tion. On the reassembling of the Conven- 
tion, the eleventh resolution was adopted. 
The twelfth then came up; various amendments 
were proposed, but no action had thereon. 
Adjourned.

We publish u significant article from the 
New York Times on the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. We do not believe, with the 
Times, that the present warlike demonstra- 
tions of Mr. Lincoln indicate an immediate 
attempt to blockade the Southern ports. \\ e j 
are rather inclined to credit the rumor that | 
the vessels and troops now leaving New York j 
are destined for the Texas coast, summoned | 
there by a demand from Gov.

But whether for the one or the other, j 
war is* the inevitable result. \V e deeply, in- 
expressibly regret that some unaccountable | 
blindness should induce the Administration : 
to believe that the movement in the Confed- 
erate States is sustained only by the politicians, 
and that all the United States Government has 
to do, to secure the return of the seceded States, 
is to raise the flag of tho Union in those 
States. We know that the speeches of the 
Johnsons and Etheridges of the border States 
have convinced the Black liepublicans that 
thousands, uot only in the border States, but 
in the seceded States, will at once rally under 
the stars and stripes, to put down the seces- 
sionists or rebels, which ever you may please 
to term them. No more ruinous mistake has 
been made by any Government since the days 
of George the Third. “The British Minis- 
try,” says Bancroft, “with a blindness that 
but for positive evidence would be incredible, 
thought it easy to subdue Massachusetts, and j 
corrupt New York." Hutchinson, the British j 
Governor of Massachusetts, was ready to stake I 
his life for the submission of the colonies, if j 
more troops were sent, the King’s standard 
erected, and a few of the leaders taken up. 1 
The same fatuity seems now to direct the ; 
policy of tho Lincoln cabinet. We can assure 
Mr. Lincoln that he over-estimates the influ- 
ence of Gov.

There were few 
in the vast assembly who dissented from a sol- 
itary position he assumed, and none could re- 
sist the logical conclusions to which his prem- j 
ises lead the mind. We challenge the 
Unionists to controvert any of his position's. ! 
They cannot successfully join issue with him, | 
and they will not, flare not, meet the questions j 
fairly and honestly. Mr. Breckinridge’s , 
speech will contribute much to unite the peo- j 
pie of this county. The impressions he has 
made upon our intelligent yeomanry cannot 
and will not be eradicated.

Tho Feeling in Great Britain. 

It is evident, from the tone of the English 
press, that all questions of American politics 
are completely absorbed in that country by the 
great commercial issues involved in the solu- 
tion of the Northern and Southern tariffs. 
Slavery is swept out of notice altogether; 
there is no longer a word to be found about 
the negro; the vital question there now is 
which confederacy shall receive most favor, 
in view of the manufacturing interests of 
England, and the verdict in every quarter is 
on the side of the South; for, says the London 
Telegraph, “notwithstanding all the sym- 
pathy for the free States, we cannot suffer 
our industry to be cut up by the roots in order 
that a .slaveholding faction maybe prostrated.” 
And the same journal says: “France ami 
England will no doubt combine to thwart the 
Cabinet at Washington in any efforts it may 
undertake to coerce the cotton States by shut- 
ting them oft’ from the trade of Europe. ’ 
This is emphatic in favor of a recognition of 
the Southern Confederacy. And in connec- 
tion with Mr. Lincoln’s alleged project of 
blockading the Southern coast, thesame paper 
adds: “ We cannot afford to see the South- 
ern ports blockaded for a month, a week, a 
daj\ If Mr. Lincoln attempts to blockade 
them the European law of blockade will be 
put in force, and the navy of the Republic 
will be at once powerless ufjon the seas." The 
London Times, News and Globe are equally 
distinct upon this point. The Times says 
that Mr. Lincoln, instead of ignoring the 
Southern Confederacy, should recognize it as 
a reality; and it gives deserved credit to the 
sagacity of the Southern statesmen by adding, 
that while the North is passing a prohibitive 
tariff, the Confeaerate States are acting “with 
marked prudence and propriety." From 
these expressions it can be seen that the com- 
mercial necessities of the case are compelling 
public opinion in Europe to side with the 
South and against the North, despite of all 
prejudice against Southern institutions.

The officers are not pleased with the pros- | 
pect of a collision with their fellow-country- 
men South. They are quiet as to their desti- 
nation, but from the drift of their talk it i* 
inferred that they are destined for Fort Pick-

Senator Wigfall, of Texas, is the exact op- 
posite of these speakers. He is a finished or 
ator — probably the most charming in tin 
Senate. His voice is clear, melodious, and 
sufficiently strong to be heard everywhere. 
He speaks grammatically, elegantly, and with- 
out effort, lie never bawls. He never 
screams. His delivery is perfect, and his ac- 
tion suitable.

From Washington. 

Washington. April 0. 

Col. Latnon. as Marshal, is the only appoint- 
ment yet made for the District of Columbia. 
Many appointments have been published be- 
fore they have even been considered by the 
Executive. 

Washington, April 10. 

Ten companies, composing about one-fourth 
of the volunteer militia of the District of Col- 
umbia, are mustering to-dav for inspection, 
the order having been issued from the govern- 
ment headquarters last night. Several days 
ago the companies' officers were . directed to 
immediately report the number' of effective 
men. This unexpected movement has given 
rise to many surmises, especially as reports 
prevail, believed to be correct, that these ten 
companies ate to be drafted into immediate 
service. Much excitement everywhere ex- 
ists hightened to a great degree by bogus 
dispatches from Charleston of a battle in the 
vicinity of F ort Sumter. There is no doubt 
that the military movements in progress here 
are connected with precautionary measures 
for the defense of the capital from an appre- 
hended attack from the South. The Feder- 
al forces in Washington are to be strengthed 
this week by at least one additional artillery 
company. 

Washington, April 11. 

The Commissioners of the Confederate 
States have taken their departure. 

The President has appointed Ezra'Lincoln, 

jr , Sub-Treasurer at Boston. 



Col. Lamon, of 111., has taken the oath as | 
Marshal of this District. 

Adyices from Pensacola state that from the I 
navy’ yard to the light house, two miles and a 
half, guns are ranged to bear on Fort Pickens } 
and command the channel. 

The Southern Commissioners left for the 
South to-day. Their last communications have [ 
not been divulged. 

The balance in the Treasury last month I 
was $5,161,000. 

There is no truth in the rumor about changes 
in the Cabinet. 

The communication of the Southern Com- 
missioners charges the Administration with 
gross perfiditv. That under the pretext of 
evacuation it has sent armed vessels to rein- 
force Fort Sumter. They say the Govern- 
ment of Montgomery earnestly desire peace, ; 
and the responsibility of civil war rests with ; 
the Administration. They return to an out- 
raged people with the conviction that war is 
inevitable. 

Washington, April 10. 

Of the National Rifles of over sixty mem- 
bers only half consented to be mustered. The 
reason for this, ns in other similar cases, was 
that some of the men were apprehensive they 
w ould be ordered to some point heyoml tho 
limits of the District of Columbia, while 
others were unwilling to take the oath which ] 
might compel them to light against Mary- I 
land and 'Virginia, or other Southern States. 
It is said they were informed that the oath . 
must be taken unconditionally, and the in- 
fraction of which exposed them to punish- 
ment under the rules and articles of war. 

Capt. Carrington's company of eighty men 
were mustered into service to a man. The 
accepted companies have already been placed 
on duty’. A new military department, formed 
of Maryland and the District of Columbia, is 
to be established, with Col. C. F. Smith com- 
mandant and Capt. Talbot as adjutant. 

Five companies marched to the War De- 
partment to-day and took the army oath ] 
Previous to taking the oath they were ■ 
informed that the obligation was for three 
months. Col. Ellsworth has been tendered 
the command of a service corps, hut had I 
not accepted it, though ho gives them the I 
benefit of his experience. 

Sherman's artillery, from Fort Ridgely, j 
Minnesota, and two companies of cavalry are 
expected here to-morrow. 

The President has appointed General N. , 
Beal, of Maryland, naval-store keeper at 
Washington. ,md Elisha Whittlesey to his 
former position of Comptroller of the Treasury. 

F. M. Coffey, of Pittsburg,' has entered 1 
upon his duties as Assistant Attorney Gene- 
ral. Archibald Roane, till recently Chief 
Clerk of that department, has gone to Mont- 
gomery, and the place thus vacated is filled 
by Richard Bates, soil of the Attorney Gene- 
ral. 



Virginia Convention. 

Richmond, April 10. 

The extreme Unionists in Convention say 
that they are not to be moved by telegraphic 
dispatches, and indicate that they will standby 
the Government if the steamers are attacked, j 
The conservatives entertain different senti- 
ment-. The Convention amended the thir- j 
teenth resolution and passed it. It is as fol- 
lows: In the opinion of this Convention, the j 
people of Virginia will regard any action of! 
the Federal Government orofthc Confederate j 
States tending to produce a collision of forces j 
pending the efforts to effect an adjustment of 
existing difficulties as unwise and injurious to 
the interests of both, and they would regard 
any such action on the part of either as 
leaving them free to determine their own 
future policy. Adjourned. 



From Charleston. 

Charleston, S. C., April 10. 

Wigfall, Chestnut, Means, McGowan, and 
Revision, have received appointments in Gen. 
Beauregard's staff. 

A large number of the members of the 
Convention, after adjournment, volunteered 
as privates. About 7,000 troops are now at ■ 
tlm fortifications. 

A special dispatch from Charleston to the ■ 
New York Times says the floating battery is 
now in position for commanding the corvette 
guns of Fort Sumter, it carries two 04 
pounders, two 42 pounders, and CO men. 

The Federal steamers are expected here to- 
night. The city is filling with troops. 

Charleston, S. C., April 11. 

It is rumored that Gen Beauregard has de- 
manded the evacuation of Fort Sumter. 

Apprehensive of Danger. 

Boston, April 11. 

The steamer Carolina, hence forCharlcston, 
put into Norfolk yesterday, and landed her 
passengers, 25 in all, and then proceeded to 
Charleston. It is supposed she spoke the 
war fleet, and from intelligence received, 
thought it imprudent to take her passengers 
to Charleston.

From Now Orleans. 

New Orleans, April 11. 

Three companies of the First Regiment of 
Infantry and the New Orleans Cadets left 
this evening for Pensacola. Several compa- 
nies of New Orleans militia volunteered their 
services to leave shortly. Military enthusi- 
asm has reached a high pitch. Recruiting has 
progressed rapidly. 

A resolution was offered in the Board of ’ 
Assistant Alderman, appropriating $100,000 j 
for the protection of the city against inva- 
sion. which was referred. 

The Habana, from Havana the 7th, lias ar- 
rived. Rost and Yancey sailed for Europeon 
the steamer Clyde. 

The Coatzacoalcos left two companies of 
the first infantry at Key West, and proceeded 
to New York. 

Schooner Mary P. Hudson arrived on the 
27th from New York, with ordnance and ord- 
nance stores for Fort Taylor. The sup- 
plies were very extensive, and embrace all 
the appliances for a prolonged seige.

W. C. Jones, formerly of Missouri, an- 
nounced himself a candidate to represent Ari- 
zona in the Congress of the Confederate 
States.
